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Crime Statistics: UCR-IBR

« UCR: National program started in 1930
— Limits of program; crime is complex

* NIBRS development began in 1980s
—NIBRS in lowa: 1991 (5th State)

— May 2008: 31 States are NIBRS certified
* Only 13 states: 100% of agencies use NIBRS
—lowa is one of the 13 states at 100%

— 2007 reporting covers 97% of lowa’s pop.
 NUMBER vs. RATE of offenses




Two key points.... .

1. Nationally, only
about 1/3 gets reported
S0, about 2/3 are NOT reported

— “Crimes known to the police”
Reporting varies by type of crime
